FOUR RAIDERS who stole 
cash from a security van vis¬ 
iting Welshpool’s Tesco store 
are still at large. 

The robbery happened late 
on Monday night as security 
guards from G4S were trans¬ 
ferring cash at the store. 

It is not known if they were 
replenishing cash machines or 
transferring store takings and 
it has not been revealed how 
much cash was stolen. 

Police said they do not know 
at this stage if any weapons 
were used in the robbery and 
have appealed for witnesses 
after revealing that a Mer¬ 
cedes and an Audi convertible 
were used by the four men. 

The blue Mercedes C180 
coupe, registration number 
YE51 YBY is believed to have 
been the getaway car driven 
from Tesco and later found 
abandoned in the Buttington 
area. 

The second vehicle - a black 
Audi S4 Quattro, registration 
number RY54 SZX was also 
used. 

A police statement said: 
“Dyfed-Powys Police is inves¬ 
tigating a cash in transit rob¬ 
bery from a G4S vehicle at the 
Tesco store in Welshpool. 

“The incident occurred at 
11.46pm on Monday. 

“Police are looking for four 
individuals. At this stage it’s 
believed that no weapons were 
used.” 

Members of the public who 
witnessed the robbery or may 
have information about any of 
the perpetrators should con¬

THE BATTLE to prevent 
massive windfarm and 
power line developments 
across Oswestry and the 
borders took a major step 
forward yesterday, to the 
delight of more than 2,000 
campaigners. 

Powys councillors voted in favour of an 
immediate review of the Government’s 
windfarm development policy during a 
crunch meeting held in Welshpool. 

Members of Powys County Council also 
agreed to request a moratorium on all 
windfarm applications until the review 
was completed. 

More than 2,000 placard-waving pro¬ 
testors attended the debate at Welshpool 
Livestock Market yesterday, which saw 
60 of the 73 councillors vote in favour of 
the motion. 

Councillor Beryl Vaughan of Llangad- 
fan, near Welshpool, abstained from the 
vote and the remaining 12 members were 
absent from the meeting. 

The authority is now calling on the 
Welsh Assembly to review its policy on 
windfarms, which is also known as the 
Technical Advice Note (TAN 8). 

Councillor Barry Thomas, chairman of 
the council, said it had been an extremely 
important day for the people of Mont¬ 
gomeryshire. 

He said: “We made history by holding 
this event, because it is the first ever 
county council meeting that has taken 
place outside Llandrindod Wells.

“It is very important because we have 
brought the council to the people.” 

Councillor Ann Holloway from Welsh¬ 
pool said it was imperative that a review 
into the windfarm policy took place. 

She said: “This is what I consider to be 
the rape of Montgomeryshire, and I sin¬ 
cerely hope that the Welsh Assembly and 
central government listen to the voices of 
the people. 

Councillor David Jones from Guilsfield, 
who brought the motion, said the TAN 8 
document was flawed. 

“This document was drawn up six years 
ago and over the years, things have 
changed,” he said. 

“The world has moved a long way since 
2005, and so has renewable energy. I 
think this report desperately needs to be 
looked at again before any decision relat¬ 
ing to windfarms can be made.” 

Councillor Viola Evans from Llanfair 
Caereinion said tourism would be seri¬ 
ously affected if proposals to build wind- 
farms, a substation and possibly pylons 
went ahead. 

She said: “Tourism is a big part of 
Montgomeryshire and these proposals 
would be hugely detrimental to the coun¬ 
tryside.” 

National Grid wants to build a 400,000 
volt cable from Mid Wales to Shropshire 
to transfer power generated by wind- 
farms to the national infrastructure. 

The plans - which campaigners fear 
will see hundreds of pylons built along the 
route of the cable - have provoked a storm 
of protest.

West Mercia Police has 
been working with Cheshire 
Constabulary and Stafford¬ 
shire Police to investigate a 
series of reports since the 
beginning of the year of a 
man claiming he was collect¬ 
ing sponsorship for a run or 
marathon in aid of a 
leukaemia charity. 

The claims are believed to 
be false and in April police 
arrested a man on suspicion 
of fraud by false representa¬ 
tion in connection with more 
than 30 incidents across 
Shropshire, Herefordshire, 
Cheshire and Staffordshire. 

The suspect, Nicholas Slo¬ 
combe, 28, was interviewed 
and released on police bail 
pending further inquiries. 
He failed to answer bail in 
May and since then exten¬ 
sive enquiries to contact and 
locate him have proved 
unsuccessful. 

A warrant has been issued 
for his arrest. It is not 
known whether he is still in 
the area. 

Constable Steve Perry, 
who is co-ordinating the 
police investigation, 

appealed for the public’s 
help in finding Slocombe, 
who is also believed to use 
the names Owen Roswell 
and Arron Renfrey.

PLANS which could change the face of a 
village near Oswestry have been unveiled by 
developers. Up to 150 homes and community 
facilities are planned. 

Plans show a school, playing fields and bowling green 
could be built in West Felton over the next 10 years.

Potential site

Rory Galliers, of Balfours, said: “Those attending the 
consultation received a questionnaire so that, as agents for 
the Tedsmore Estate, we can understand what is important 
to residents and can take account of what they tell us in for¬ 
mulating the best possible design solution for this site.”

A FORMER Shropshire 
Council business support 
worker is calling for a busi¬ 
ness hub for Oswestry to 
help the unemployed. 

Frank Lauriello, a former 
business support officer at 
Shropshire Council, is now a 
volunteer at the Oswestry 
Work Club and says the hub 
would also help business 
start-ups.

Mr Lauriello spends a day 
each fortnight helping out at 
the work club that is held at 
Oswestry library. 

“Now I am on the other 
side of the fence I can see 
just how difficult it is to find 
work,” he said. 

“We have more than 30 
people who are members of 
the work club and they 
really need more help than a 
once a fortnight club.” 

“Many people don’t have 
access to the internet at 
home and need a great deal 
of help in creating CVs and 
in filling out application 
forms on-line.” 

He says the current provi¬ 
sion is full of confusion and 
needs to be coordinated in a 
way that everyone can 
understand what help actu¬ 
ally exists.

New road system to blame for 
card shop closure, says owner 


ONE OF Welshpool’s longest- 
serving shopkeepers will close 
his doors in September, blaming 
the town’s new one-way system 
for a loss of trade. 

Mike Humphreys has been trading in the 
town for over 25 years as Mike’s Cards, but 
is calling time after falling sales knocked up 
to £300 a week off his takings. 

The closure will see the three adjoining 
premises shut in Cumberland Place follow¬ 
ing the out-of-town move of Graham’s Fab¬ 
rics and the closure down of The Trading 
Post. 

Mike Humphreys started the card sales 
business in the market in 1985, then spent 
10 years in Boot Street and 10 in Cumber¬ 
land Place. 

Although approaching 65 and suffering 
with ill-health Mr Humphreys was not con¬ 
sidering retirement until the one-way sys¬ 
tem decimated his trade. 

“The combination of the one-way system 
and the arrival of Tesco has had a devastat¬ 
ing effect on trade for most of the busi-

nesses in town,” he said. “We warned at the 
outset what would happen and it has. My 
takings have been hit by between £200 and 
£300 per week and that is not sustainable,” 
he said. “It’s hardly worth opening the 
doors. 

“Tesco is offering everything under one 
roof and selling cards and wrapping paper, 
which is where my main income comes from. 
It’s just too convenient for everyone. 

“On top of that everyone is avoiding the 
town centre. It’s just so difficult to reach the 
shops. The new road layout added 1.8miles a 
day to my own journey to work so who can 
blame people for not coming into the centre. 

“When you consider that there is also a 
recession it is little wonder that so many 
town centre shops are closing. It’s a real 
shame to walk up the street and see so many 
closed doors.” 

He has displayed a notice in his shop win¬ 
dow announcing a closing down sale and 
telling customers that the new road route 
was to blame.

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Lack of 
boys key 
to choice 
of school 

THE DISTRACTION 
caused by boys is one of the 
main reasons parents choose 
to send their daughters to 
single sex schools, a leading 
Shropshire girls boarding 
school has said. 

Moreton Hall Girls School 
near Oswestry says it agrees 
with new research commis¬ 
sioned by the Girls’ Schools 
Association which found 88 
per cent of parents who 
chose a girls’ boarding 
school for their daughter 
gave that as the main rea¬ 
son. 

Many parents said they 
were worried about the dis¬ 
tractions boys often brought 
to the classroom. Moreton 
Hall Girls School said the 
findings reflected many of 
the views of its parents . 

School spokeswoman Alex 
Hankinson said: “It is fair to 
say the absence of boys often 
features in their thinking. 

“Many parents have their 
mind made up fairly quickly 
that single sex education is 
definitely for their daughter 
because there would be no 
boys. Other parents choose 
us for other reasons and the 
single sex system is a coinci¬ 
dence. 

“We are a co-ed school up 
to the age of 11 and after 
that we become single sex. 
We think girls do well at 
about that age from learning 
in a single sex system.” 

However, Douglas Robb, 
headteacher at Oswestry 
School which takes male and 
female boarders, disagreed. 

He said: “I would not 
agree single sex schools is 
best for every child. Some 
students do well in a single¬ 
sex environment while oth¬ 
ers thrive in mixed schools. 

“You could also argue that 
learning with the opposite 
sex on a daily basis prepares 
you well socially.”

Firm to 
consult 
public 

PROPOSALS TO build a 
multi-million pound 35- 
turbine windfarm on the 
outskirts of Llanfair Caere- 
inion will go to public 
consultation next month. 

Scottish Power Renew¬ 
ables wants to build the tur¬ 
bines, which could be up to 
150 metres high (492 ft) at 
Dyfnant Forest, Llangadfan, 
near Welshpool, and has 
organised a series of public 
information days. 

A spokesman for the 
energy firm said public 
information days on the pro¬ 
posals would be taking place 
next month in Llanfair 
Caereinion, Llanwddyn and 
surrounding areas. 

He said: “It is intended 
that the windfarm will cater 
for up to 35 wind turbines 
providing up to 120 MW 
capacity, which would be 
sufficient to supply more 
than 65,000 homes. 

“The scale of the wind tur¬ 
bines proposed has not yet 
been established but provi¬ 
sional modelling is utilising 
turbines with a tip height of 
150 metres. However, this 
will be defined by the out¬ 
come of the consultation 
process and the landscape 
and visual assessment.” 

He said the projects would 
help create hundreds of jobs. 

“We are 100 per cent com¬ 
mitted to working with the 
local community.” 

Consultation events will 
take place at Llanfair Caere- 
inion’s public institute on 
July 6 between 3pm and 
7.30pm; Llanwddyn commu¬ 
nity centre on July 7 
between 3pm and 7.30pm; 
Llwydiarth village hall on 
July 8 between 3pm and 
7.30pm and Banw commu¬ 
nity centre on July 9 
between 10am and 2pm.

Sudden rush of responses 
to massive cable scheme

OVER 5,000 people have now officially 
responded to a public consultation over plans 
which could see pylons put up across Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales. 

National Grid had only received 2,000 responses to the 
proposals as of June 7, but as the deadline for comments 
drew nearer people reacted in their droves with an extra 
3,000 responses received. 

The company aims to build a substation in either Aber- 
mule, near Newtown, or Cefn Coch, near Llanfair Caerein¬ 
ion, to supply power from windfarms being built across Mid 
Wales to the national system. 

Substation 

A 400,000-volt connection between a proposed substation 
and an existing power line will provide the link, either by 
using underground cables or, more likely, pylons. 

Dozens of consultation meetings have been held across 
the region with residents being warned that apathy could 
mean thattheir views will be ignored. 

A plea by campaigners, including Shrewsbury MP Daniel 
Kawczynski, has spurred people into action and the number 
of people from Shropshire and Mid Wales who have 
responded reached 5,000 by the June 20 deadline. 

A spokeswoman for National Grid said: “We got around 
the number we expected. In the last couple of weeks we had 
a late flurry come in which pretty much doubled what we 
had. Late responses do tend to happen as the closing date 
looms. 

“It was about 5,000 responses which includes feedback 
forms and e-mails and letters.” 

Officials say the information will now be read and 
analysed before a report on the feedback is drawn up.

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Woodland grant helps couple plant 10,000 new trees 


A SURPRISE birthday present 
from his wife was all Tony Gavin 
needed to convince him to plant a 
woodland on the smallholding 
they run near Dolanog, Powys. 

They had been thinking of planting 
trees on their land for some time but 
when Kathryn bought Tony a week’s 
course on how to manage a woodland, 
the issue was settled. 

With the help of a Glastir woodland 
creation grant administered by 
Forestry Commission Wales, the cou¬ 
ple set about planting almost half of 
their nine hectare smallholding with a 
new native woodland. 

They decided to stop renting out all 
of their land for grazing and created 
two large blocks of native broadleaved 
woodland totalling 4.3ha. 

As well as offering shelter for the 
farm, outbuildings and remaining 
grazing, it will provide them with a sus¬ 
tainable supply of firewood and 
improve the conservation and land¬ 
scape value of their smallholding. 

Tony said, “Meeting like-minded 
novices and experienced woodsmen on 
the course at the Centre for Alternative 
Technology opened my eyes to the 
advantage of planting trees.

Schools review delayed

Bridge repair work date is set 


COMMUTERS who have been facing long 
delays on the Welshpool-Newtown journey 
were welcoming news that work on a closed 
river bridge is to start. 

Work to repair the weather-damaged Cil- 
gwrgan bridge at Aberbechan could start in 
July, Powys County Council has announced. 

Cilgwrgan Bridge,on the B4389 near 
Newtown, was closed to all traffic and pedes¬ 
trians back in January after it suffered 
weather damage, cutting off a route into the 
town. 

Powys County Council has now obtained 
listed building consent from Cadw and work 


to repair and restore the Grade II listed 
structure will begin in July. 

The work, which is estimated to cost 
£500,000, will take several months to com¬ 
plete. 

Councillor Geraint Hopkins, cabinet 
member for environment and regulation, 
said: “This structure is of special architec¬ 
tural and historic interest and we needed to 
ensure that our plans met Cadw’s require¬ 
ments. 

“We hope to complete the work by early 
2012 but this is dependent on the weather 
during the autumn and winter months.”

Wheelie good chat on bin day...

IT’S bin day in College 
Road, Oswestry, which 
means that as well as the 
chance to chuck away a 
bit of rubbish, there’s an 
opportunity for people to 
meet over their wheelie 
bins and get things off 
their chests. 


Mother Joanne Pugh’s got ants 
at her house, and complains 
about the cost of dealing with the 
recurring pest problem. 

“The amount of problems I 
have with ants every year...” she 
said. “A few years ago with my 
youngest daughter they were 
climbing through the window.” 

She claims the council charges 
£60 to eradicate them. “And I’m 
on benefits,” she says. 

There are other issues too, 
talked about over the bin tops. 

Graham Pearson returns a 
borrowed hacksaw to Joanne and 
says: “They could do with nar¬ 
rowing parts of the pavement and 
providing more parking for cars.” 

Graham points to the number 
of cars parked in the street and, 
given the minor chaos evident, he 
has a point. 

A bus attempts to negotiate 
cars parked on both sides, and 
with a narrow pathway down the 
middle of the road, the driver’s 
only option is to adopt the slalom 
style: weaving in and out of sta¬ 
tionary cars until he meets the 
dust cart parked on one side and 
an Argos Extra delivery truck on 
the other. 

In the end there’s a bit of a 
shouting match from a passing 
motorist and some interesting

body language from a pedestrian 
attempting simply to cross the 
road. 

With just the subtlest flick of 
the wrist from the passer-by, 
there it is - a clear invitation to 
skedaddle. 

And another thing... “They 
could do with putting in some 
speed bumps to slow the traffic 
down,” says Joanne. 

On this evidence, however, the 
amount of parked cars and the 
lack of understanding on the road 
is doing the job just fine. After all, 
you can’t speed in a traffic jam. 

Steve Varley works in the Co¬ 
op at the top of the road and grew 


up on this street. “We moved to 
our house when I was two years 
old and all I remember is growing 
up here,” says the 20-year-old 
who’s more than happy to stop 
and chat. 

During the course of the morning 
I hear from a number of other 
neighbours about minor anti-social 
issues, but there is no evidence of 
anything untoward on this day. 

“You might get the odd ambu¬ 
lance or police car, but it’s some¬ 
thing all streets get,” he says. 

“You get the odd few people who 
make it a bit dramatic. Like any¬ 
where.” 

Steve is a keen footballer, man¬ 


ager of a team that plays at the 
Venue in Oswestry and plays a lot 
for charitable causes. 

What’s the name of the team? 
“Farce-lona,” says Steve. “We’re 
pretty good actually.” 

Mark Jones is on his drive, 
mending a car, an increasingly rare 
sight these days. 

“It’s my missus’s car and I’m 
trying to fix the clutch,” he says, 
spanner in hand. 

Turns out he’s just set himself 
up as a mobile mechanic, trading 
under the name Mark’s Motors, 
and could be a useful chap to know. 

“A lot of people don’t want to go 
to garages, so I go out to people,” he 
says. Mark, a former welder, 
gained help through Business Link 
to set up his own business and 
adds: “I enjoy it, when it goes right! 

“Being your own boss you don’t 
have to answer to anyone and you 
can start when you want.” 

Turns out he’s a man of several 
talents. And another of them is 
singing. And again, he’s gone solo 
with it. 


“In my spare time I do a bit of 
singing - I was in a duo but I’ve 
been doing it on my own for two 
years, under the name One of a 
Kind. I won the Oswestry O-Factor 
last year.” 

A bit of everything is the style, 
from 60s to the present day. 

“It’s a bit different from doing 
this,” he says, indicating the 
underside of a car chassis, but he 
does sometimes combine the two. 

“I might put on a backing tape 
on the cassette and rehearse a song 
in my mind.” 

At the bus stop people are busy 
going to other places. 

Looking slightly nervous, one of 
them, Mary Jenkins, says: “I’m off 
to the dentists - they are going to 
check my bottom teeth, and I don’t 
wear them often! I hate going to 
the dentists.”

Over 55s 
invited 
to take a 
road test 

EXPERIENCED drivers in 
the Welshpool area have the 
opportunity to get their 
skills assessed to make sure 
they are as sharp as ever. 

Powys County Council’s 
road safety unit is offering to 
assess driving skills for peo¬ 
ple aged over 55. 

The course is an informal 
and confidential assessment 
of a person’s driving skills 
and following a practical dri¬ 
ving assessment, each candi¬ 
date is given advice and 
possible remedial actions 
are discussed. 

Councillor Geraint Hop¬ 
kins, cabinet member for 
environment and regula¬ 
tion, said: “Unfortunately, 
there has been a significant 
increase in the number of 
mature drivers who are 
killed or seriously injured on 
Powys roads, making them 
one of our most vulnerable 
road users. 

“I feel that this project 
will help to improve individ¬ 
uals’ driving skills and ulti¬ 
mately lead to a reduction in 
collisions and casualties.” 

Sarah Morris, the coun¬ 
cil’s senior road safety offi¬ 
cer, said: “The one-hour 
assessment will be carried 
out by approved driving 
instructors and participants 
can use either their own or 
the instructor’s vehicle.” 

The assessment is free if 
you Eire 65 and over or if you 
have been referred by your 
GP. If you are aged 55-64 
you can still take part for 
£ 10 .

Christmas 
lights will 
require a 
new home 

OSWESTRY’S Christmas 
Lights need to find a new 
home before next winter. 

Shropshire Council, 
which in the past has shared 
the cost of the lights with 
Oswestry Town Council, 
will withdraw its funding 
after this year. 

Now it has told the town 
council that after December 
the storage space at its Park 
Hall depot will not be avail¬ 
able. 

The town council took 
over the management of the 
decorative lighting in April. 

Facilities manager, 
Glenys Davies, said the loss 
of funding from Shropshire 
Council will cost the town 
council an additional 
£10,000 a year. 

“Storage for the lights, 
the size of three shipping 
containers, will be required 
from January,” she said. 

Councillors will meet on 
Wednesday to look at sev¬ 
eral different ideas for stor¬ 
age, at a cost of between 
£4,000 and £8,000 a year. 

The Christmas lights are 
just one of the services that 
the council has taken over 
after Shropshire Council 
withdrew funding. 

Taking responsibility for 
the public toilets on the 
Central Car Park is costing 
the town council £30,000 a 
year.

Jessie fighting for 
Oswestry's future

A BUSINESSWOMAN who cares about Oswes¬ 
try’s future has become the mouthpiece for a 
campaign group set up to promote and protect 
the town. 

Born and brought up in Shropshire Jessie 
Miller says she is proud of her town with its char¬ 
acter, identity and independent shops. 

Community 

The 28 year old works with her book-binder 
father in the town and also hand prints greetings 
and business cards, stationery for weddings and 
other occasions at Hedge Sparrow Press using old 
fashioned techniques and printing presses. 

She also is seen working in the town’s whole¬ 
food shop Honeysuckle, in Church Street. 

Earlier this year she was chosen to become the 
spokesman of town campaign group 0S21 which 
was formed over three years ago to help support 
the town’s economy, community and environ¬ 
ment. It also meets to create an open forum for 
debate on local topics, be involved in local politics 
and promote and encourage the sustainable 
development of Oswestry town centre. 

After gaining an English degree at the Univer¬ 
sity of Sussex she came to Oswestry to help her 
dad with his business and decide where to go 
next. 

But she has now grown roots in the town and 
after hearing that there were plans for a large 
supermarket to be built on the outskirts of the 
town she decided she wanted to fight to protect 
the town centre from a large development. 

She said: “I was horrified to hear a big devel¬ 
opment could be built out of town and thought 
that this was absolutely the wrong thing for to do. 

“Oswestry is a town that works very hard and 
the people who live and work here work very

hard. It is such a nice place to be. 

“The town has got a great identity and a bril¬ 
liant number of independent shops, as well as 
plenty of supermarkets. 

“It was in about April 2008 that I and a group 
of others started OS21.” 

After being secretary and a core member of the 
group for the first few years she has now been 
entrusted to speak on its behalf. 

“The amount of work goes through patches,” 
she said. “When you get a planning meeting 
there are things to read and letters to write and 
it takes up a lot of your time. We meet regularly 
in the evenings and we get together once a week 
as a committee. 

“It takes up a fair chunk of your time but 


because we are a really good group of friends it is 
never a chore. ” 

But being the leading voice of the community 
group was not something she had set out to do. 

“Sometimes it just happens, something pushes 
you to stand up for what you believe in. Even 
when it’s a difficult it’s worth it. 

“We are so passionate about it. Something just 
clicks and you do it. It is not something I antici¬ 
pated doing but sometimes events take over. 

“We really believe in the town centre and mak¬ 
ing it a good place to be for shoppers, traders, res¬ 
idents and visitors.” 

She said that when the battle against a super¬ 
market ends OS21 will continue to promote the 
town in a number of different ways.

Project Summary 

SPR started site survey work in 2008, and held initial Public 
Information Days in 2009. 

It is intended that the windfarm will consist of the following 
elements: 

• Up to 35 wind turbines providing up to 120 MW capacity, 
sufficient to supply over 65,000 homes*. 

• Site entrance point from the B4395. 

• On-site access tracks (both new and upgraded existing 
tracks) and watercourse crossings. 

• Felling of some forestry to accommodate windfarm 
infrastructure, such as wind turbines and access roads. 

• Electrical substation and surrounding equipment. 

• ‘Borrow pits’ to source rock from on site for use as a 
construction material. 

• Upgrades to the B4395 for delivery of turbines 

• Meteorological mast(s).

The Application Process 

SPR intends to submit an application to the Infrastructure 
Planning Commission under the requirements of the Planning 
Act 2008. The project is an Environmental Impact Assessment 
development. The likely significant environmental effects of the 
project will be reported in an Environmental Statement. 

What is the Infrastructure Planning Commission? 

It is the body established to streamline the planning system for 
Nationally Significant Infrastructure Projects, including large 
scale windfarms. Applications are considered against National 
Policy Statements. If the Energy National Policy Statement is 
still ‘draft’ or the Localism Bill is enacted when our application is 
submitted, the Secretary of State will determine our application.

Other Major Consultations in the Area 
Dyfnant Forest is one of a number of windfarm proposals in 
Powys, and additionally there are separate proposals for grid 
connections between these proposed windfarms and the 
National Grid. Many of these proposed schemes fall under the 
remit of the Infrastructure Planning Commission and will form 
separate applications for submission to the Commission (or 
Secretary of State). There will be separate consultation 
exercises for each scheme.

The consultation process will be ongoing, but will be arranged 
into two key phases: Phases 1 - you can influence our proposals 
before they are assessed as part of the Environmental Impact 
Assessment. Phase 2 - you can comment on our draft 
proposals, including the results of our assessment. 

Possible Environmental Effects 

At this early stage, we anticipate that the potential environmental 
effects of the proposals could include visual and noise impacts 
from turbines, impacts on wildlife and habitats, impacts on users 
of the forest and positive impacts upon the local economy, 
carbon emissions and contributing to meeting the UK’s 
renewable energy targets. More information on possible 
environmental effects can be seen in our ‘Scoping Report’, on 
our project website.

Phase 2 Consultation

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Book tells prisoner of war's story

AS a youngster, he was in the 
Hitler Youth. Later he was a 
German paratrooper who 
fought in the tough Nor¬ 
mandy campaign before 
being posted to the Nazi- 
occupied Channel Islands, 
where he was taken prisoner 
at war’s end. 

It was as a prisoner that Theodor 
Terhorst was brought to Shropshire, 
first to the Mile End prison camp at 
Oswestry, later being moved to Bank 
Top, St Martins. 

Theodor, who died in 2009, was des¬ 
tined to marry a local girl and settle 
down in St Martins. 

A few years ago, his son-in-law, Stu¬ 
art Crocker from Shrewsbury, began 
to sit down with him and record his 
fascinating story. The upshot was the 
book Foreign Shores, published last 


year, profits from which have gone to 
the Hope House children’s hospice 
near Oswestry. 

Here, in an edited extract, Theodor 
describes his arrival in Shropshire: “A 
sign hanging on the station platform 
proclaimed the name of Oswestry. To 
the accompaniment of shrill whistles, 
the men gathered up their belongings 
and we disembarked. 

Conditions 


“There was another roll call and 
then we marched for half an hour to 
Prison Camp No 8 at a place called 
Mile End, which lay in open country 
just beyond the outskirts of the town. 

“Upon arrival we underwent the 
same routine of stripping, searching 
and showering, although the guards at 
this camp were British and didn’t 
seem to take the same pleasure in our 
predicament as the Poles had done at 
the previous camp. 

“Someone told me that it had been 
built for prisoners during the Great 
War, which must have been true, for 


on close inspec 


ion one could see 


names and dates carved on timbers 
within the huts - there was a Willi 
dated 1917 and a Karl dated 1919. 

“There were almost 2,000 prisoners 
in the camp. All were German and 
many had been captured in the Chan¬ 
nel Islands. 

“Conditions at the Mile End camp 
were reasonably good. Food was plen¬ 
tiful and nutritious, and the guards for 
the most part treated us with respect, 
some of them being quite friendly. 

“We were allowed to keep our uni¬ 
forms, but were issued with camp 
clothing which consisted of surplus 
British Army tunics, dyed a lighter 
colour, with a large black diamond 
sewn on the back and smaller black 
diamond patches sewn on the 
trousers. 

“Summer was almost over by the 
time I was at last allowed to join an 
outside working party. At last I began 
to get a sense of the area in which I had 
been living. 

Many of the prisoners at Camp No 8, 
Mile End, who were allowed to work 



outside, and were often assigned agri¬ 
cultural work. There was great 
demand for labour by local farmers. 

Many of the prisoners working on 
local farms said that they were treated 
well, but others complained that some 


farmers treated them as little more 
than slaves. 

“After spending nine months at Mile 
End I was sent to another camp at St 
Martins. The camp was on the edge of the 
village at a place called Bank Top. 

“Most of the local people treated us 


with kindness, or at least aloofness, but 
memories of the war were still raw and 
our clothes clearly marked us out as the 
defeated enemy.”

Sustainable farming 
in consumers' hands 


ON THE 
WILD SIDE 

with 

Ben Waddams 



ONE of the many pleasures of living in such a 
rural setting as Shrewsbury is that wherever 
you are, town or country, you are never far 
from a farm. 

As a child I spent many an hour roaming the haystacks, 
old barns and wide, open fields of our local farm. Why? 
Because it was such a great place for wildlife. 

There was a time when farming and wildlife were mortal 
enemies. Ground nesting birds had their eggs crushed 
under heavy machinery, farmers and gamekeepers would 
indiscriminately shoot or poison any living thing that 
crossed the path of their chickens, lambs or calves and every 
square inch of owned land was mercilessly crammed with 
plants that could not support anything other than the occa¬ 
sional pigeon. 

The good news is that farming methods have been chang¬ 
ing dramatically over recent years. Reductions in the use of 
pesticides, the improvement in advice and guidance regard¬ 
ing infestations of pests, better techniques for localising the 
use of sprays within fields etc have all benefited wildlife. 

Hundreds of farmers working with advice from the RSPB 
and other conservation organisations have already proved 
that wildlife-friendly farming helps. 

Beneficial management is now saving many ‘red-list’ 
birds including lapwings and other species such as the corn 
bunting and tree sparrow. 

A continuing and successful partnership between farm¬ 
ers, Government and conservation organisations is essen¬ 
tial if our farmland biodiversity is to continue to flourish. 
We need to produce plentiful high quality food, prevent any 
decline in the rural economy, support rural communities 
and help wildlife with sustainable farming. 

And we can help with that. It is us as consumers who 
ultimately govern whether a wildlife species lives or dies. 

How is this so? Because British farmers operate within a 
global food supply and are required to maintain very high 
standards of animal welfare, food quality and environmental 
quality whilst competing with imported food. 

The views and requirements of consumers and supermar¬ 
kets can determine the entire future of biodiversity in this 
county and the rest of the country.

I recently went for a walk with a friend, over some particu¬ 
larly wildlife-friendly farmland. The hedgerows, far from 
removed, were left alone to grow as they pleased, the trackside 
verges were unkempt, weeds and seeds grew rampant in the 
abundant set-aside land and wild fruits and insects thrived in 
the undergrowth. 

Soon, across the farmyard came the familiar sound of one of 
my favourite species from that giant web of biodiversity, the 
Yellowhammer. The bird’s call of “a little bit of bread and no 
cheese” rang out behind the buildings - but how to get there? 

My companion warned me of the sign on the track ahead - 
‘Beware of the Dogs’. He then went on to point out the gaggle of 
fast-approaching geese. Sure, the farm collies were nippy, but if 
you’re looking for an effective guard dog in a bird, look no 
further than the average farmyard goose! 

We did not stick around to see if their bark was worse than 
their bite, but at least they chased us off in the direction of the 
delightful Yellowhammer; every cloud, eh?

A TRIP down to Essex over the 
weekend was the perfect way to 
try out the all-new compact 
Suzuki Swift. 

On sale from September the ‘supermini’ 
is 90mm longer, has a 50mm longer wheel¬ 
base and is 10mm higher and 5mm wider 
than the outgoing model and has ESP 
standard across the range. 

The all-new Swift is Suzuki’s latest world 
strategic model and has seen strong devel¬ 
opments in styling, impact safety, driving 
performance, handling and improved fuel 
consumption, with significantly lower emis¬ 
sions. 

Picking up a new model from T J Vickers, 
in Trench, we set off for East Anglia and 
straight away it was a relief to have air-con 
for the long trip. 

The top specification SZ4 model includes 
auto air conditioning, fog lamps, push 
button start, cruise control, Bluetooth 
connectivity, automatic headlamps and rear 
privacy glass. 

The seats were extremely comfortable, 
with all the buttons and switches in easy to 
reach areas, which made it easy to feel at 
home in the car within a few minutes of set¬ 
ting off. 

Another great aspect of the Swift is that it 
is one of the cleanest petrol engine super¬ 
minis on the market, with emissions of just 
116g/km and only £30 in annual VED 
charges. 

Driving to and from Essex I soon realised 
it was using 56.5mpg - another great selling 
point, especially on a long journey. 

That all comes down to the car’s new Euro 
5 1.2-ltre 94PS Dual WT engine - one of the 
most powerful in its segment - offering 
improved torque. 

However, the car can still do 0-62mph in 
12.3 seconds, and with a max speed of 
103mph the Swift keeps up with other road 
users easily. 

Safety is also high on the agenda, with 
seven airbags and ESP as standard available 


in the SZ2, SZ3 and SZ4 grades. The SZ3 
adds air conditioning and Edloy wheels. 

But comfort is the most important aspect 
during a long trip and the Swift ticked all the 
boxes. 

The car looks neat and compact from the 
outside, but it is deceptively big once you get 
in, while the interior design now has a more 
dynamic feel, featuring black as its keynote 
colour with accents of silver throughout the 
car. 

Although there were only two of us trav¬ 
elling down, my wife and I realised the five 
door supermini could easily have fitted five, 
without anyone being squashed in the back. 

That’s because for even more space 
inside, Swift has grown slightly in length 
(+90mm) with a 50mm increase in wheel¬ 
base and 10mm increase in height. 

Refinement 

There was plenty of leg room and the car 
handled really well. Without any effort at 
all, the steering wheel took the car round 
corners beautifully and the brakes were 
very receptive. 

Extensive use of higher strength steel 
makes the new bodyshell lighter and stiffer 
than before as well as offering refinement in 
underbody design. This latest design has 
also helped improve impact safety for pedes¬ 
trians as well as vehicle occupants. 

Increased track and larger diameter 
wheels, with lower profile tyres, allow for 
even better handling than the highly 
acclaimed outgoing Swift that was launched 
in May 2005. 

There have been 1.65 million global Swift 
sales since May 2005, with UK Swift sales of 
more than 55,000 since it was launched in 
May 2005 - meaning the Swift represents 
around 37 per cent of the UK range sales 
mix.

SUSPENSION component 
failures are the three-year 
glitch most likely to cause a 
car to fail its first MOT, 
according to Warranty 
Direct. 

The automotive insurance 
specialist analysed thou¬ 
sands of three and four-year- 
old cars and found that the 
average repair cost for cars 
typically leaving their man¬ 
ufacturer warranty period 
was £338. 

The safety-critical ABS 
braking system is the second 
most likely part to cause 
extra expense at the first 
MOT, costing £667 to fix. 

The turbocharger - fitted 
to nearly all diesel and many 
petrol cars - is the most 
costly repair item on the list, 
coming in at more than 
£750. 

The parts most likely to 
fail between years three and 
four and their average repair 
costs include: Springs and 
shocks, £237.28; ABS sys¬ 
tem, £667.04; upper and 
lower arms, £309.44; turbo, 
£751.48; and the exhaust 
system, £432.30. 

Warranty Direct manag¬ 
ing director Duncan 
McClure Fisher says: “A 
car’s first MOT is a mile¬ 
stone and memorable but 
not always for the right rea¬ 
sons. 

“Three years is the age at 
which cars usually lose their 
manufacturer cover and it’s 
no accident that it’s also typ¬ 
ically when some parts start 
wearing out.”

British success in the car industry is usually worth celebrating 
and when the subject is the much-loved sports car maker 
Lotus, there’s even more reason to be proud, writes MATT JOY. 

Having undergone difficult management squabbles in the past, the sta¬ 
ble ownership of Proton has allowed the Norfolk firm to push forward with 
ambitious plans for the future. 

The clearest example of this was the show-stealing array of production 
concepts presented at the 2010 Paris motor show. The five concepts came 
with a promise of production reality within 
five years, an ambitious plan for any size of 
manufacturer. 

Almost a year on, and once again Lotus is 
talking about its future plans but with the 
emphasis on facilities, starting with the 
new multi-million-pound test track. 

The old Lotus track at Hethel was a 
challenge for car and driver, mainly due to 
the mixed and crumbling surfaces, but the 
new facility is a spectacular high-speed 
challenge. 

To demonstrate the new circuit and to 
highlight Lotus’s multi-formula assault on 
motorsport, it rolled out a collection of 
historic and modern day racers that any 
manufacturer would love to have. FI World 
Champion and Indy Car Champion Nigel 
Mansell was reunited with his first Lotus 


FI racer, while the current Lotus Renault FI 
machines blitzed the new circuit driven by 
current driver Vitaly Petrov and test driver 
Bruno Senna. 

Yet there was equal emphasis on its future 
road car programme, as chief engineer Wolf 
Zimmermann revealed that the next Esprit 
supercar will use a new V8 engine developed 
in-house, giving it the performance to chal¬ 
lenge the established benchmarks from Fer¬ 
rari and McLaren. 

Comprehensive 

At the other end of the scale, it confirmed 
production of a city car called Ethos to 
appear in 2014, a re-engineered version of 
which will also be sold by parent company 
Proton. 

Such a comprehensive assault on a num¬ 
ber of fronts may sound like a step too far, 
but Lotus is keen to point out that a 
company of its size can make quick decisions 
and rapid progress. 

The first step in the programme will be the 
new Esprit in 2013, and if that hits the mark, 
it will signal a complete transformation of 
this iconic British brand.

But Davies believes that 
encounter will have little 
bearing on tonight’s events.
